The Paying Power of Money. 
A few members of the legislature 


and other gentlemen were eagagec 
in conversation Saturday on political 
subjects when one of them, a Demo 
crat, remarked: "Yon Republicans 
are always boasting about the greal 
progress made since the Governmeni 
passed into your hands. Now, I'c 
like to have you explain how it ia 
that the purchasing power of money 
has decreased so enormously nnder 
your management. I don't believe 
it is now more than half what it UBBC 
to be." A Republican in the com 
pany reflected a moment«nd replied 
"I can't tell much about the relative 
purchasing power of money now and 
then, bnt I think I can illustrate the 
relative paying* power. Some time 
after the Wabash railroad had been 
completed between Springfield anc 
the Illinois river, a pay car was sem 
out from this city to pay off the 
men down on the western part of th 
road. They were then operating the 
road mostly without telegraph, bn 
there was a wire between this cit; 
and Jacksonville. The train started 
out in the morning, before the man 
agiiig officer got to bis office. 
When 


he came down be got his mail and a 
now bank-note 'Detector' (every busi 
ness man in those days had to stick 
close to his detector), and by it h 
discovered that a considerable por 
tion of the money on the pay car wa 
useless. 
Accordingly, he telegraph 


ed to Jacksonville and ordered the 
paymaster to return with his car to 
this city, and an examination sbowec 
that something like two-thirds of the 
money was entirely worthless.

Hod to speak as to the purchasing 
power of money now, I kuow it can 
not possibly be half BO bad as the 
paying power of it then was." There 
were several winks and smiles in the 
company, and the Democrat scratch 
ed bis head.—State Journal. 


THE prohibition amendment ques- 


tion is again before the supreme 
court of Iowa. 
This time Mr. Mc- 


Mnllon, of Oskaloosa, has tbe case in 
Uuiid. His new point is that the 
printed journal of tbe legislature is 
not a verbatim copy of the original 
record, and that the original record 
was destroyed by the clerks of both 
houses, except one leaf, which has 
been found aud which agrees with 
the enrolled amendment on file with 
the secretary of elate. That wail 
may play an important part in 
the final settlement of the question. 
Of course the original record is more 
trustworthy than a printed copy, and 
if tbe genuineness of that leaf can 
be established the court can reverse 
its decision without going back upon 
its position. The judges who reu 
dered the decision nullifying tbe 
amendment personally favor prohi- 
bition, at least a majority of them 
do, and would be very glad, no doubt, 
if they could conscientiously uphold 
its validity.

The Code of Etnica 


Dr. W. J. Chenoweth is home from 


Cleveland, Ohio, where he attended the 
annual session of the American Medical 
Association.

For the Construction of a Sidewalk 


on "West Prairie Street. 


Tie it oritalncd by the City Council of the Ciltf 


of Decatur: 


SECTION 1. That a sidewalk shall bo oon- 
structed on tho north 
side of Pruirlo 
street from the east side of North Pine street 
to the west side of North Main street. In 
said city; tbat said sidewalk shall be con- 
structed by special taxation by levying
